Summary of purpose and/or change: 

 

LB 968 clarifies that the 1996 changes in the Service Annuity benefit payments apply 
only to those school employees who were hired after the effective date of the 1996 
changes.  School employees who were employed prior to the 1996 changes will 
receive the Service Annuity in accordance with the provisions of 79-933 that were in 
effect at the time they were hired. 

 

Explanation of amendments, if any: 

 
AM 2080 clarifies that an unreduced service annuity benefit would be provided to 
members who were hired on or before April 1, 1988 and retired with 35 or more years 
of experience and to members who were employed between April 1, 1988 and July 19, 
1996 and retired on or after age 65 with 35 or more years of experience.  Employees 
who retire on or after July 19, 1996 will receive an actuarially reduced benefit.
